DEAD, 


Henry Ward Beecher Passes 
Away Quietly This 


Morning. 


The Great Divine Remains 
Unconscious Until 
the Last. 


Mrs. Beecher Completely Pros- 
trated by Her Great 
Affliction. 


Last Moments of the Distinguished Minis- 
ter—The Family Around the Death-Bed 
—A Gradual Sinking After Midnight— 
The Sad Tidings Received With Genuine 
Grief Everywhere—Flags at Half-Mast 
and General Mourning in Brooklyn— 
The Life and Career of Mr. Beecher— 
The Funeral to Take Place Next Thurs- 
day. 


NEw YORK, March 8.—The Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher died at 9:30 o’clock this morning in 
the presence of most of the members of his 
family. Those present were: Col. H. B. 
Beecher, his wife, his daughters Hattie and 
Deisy, and son Henry Ward Beecher, Miss 
Edith Beecher, W. ©. Beecher and wife, Rev. 
Samuel Scovilje, Mrs. S. Scoville, daughter 
of Rev. Henry Ward Beecher; Miss Scoville, 
who has just come from the Pacitic Slope; 
Miss Bullard, the Rev. 8S. B. Halliday and 
wife, Bella, the Scotch nurse, who has been 


Henry Ward Beecher. 
with the family many years, and was the 
special favorite of the deceased preacher; the 
male nurse, Riordan; S. V. White, E. A. Sea- 
comb, one of the trustees of the Plymouth 
Church, and Mai. J. B. Pond. 
PASSED AWAY GRADUALLY. 

Mr. Secacomb came out at 10a. m. and said 
that no arrangements had as yet been made 
for the funeral further than providing that 
they should be carried out by Mr. Hopper 
of Brooklyn. Dr. Searle, he said, 
had noticed a change in the _ i ~»pa- 
tient’s condition at 3:30 a. m., and 
summoned all inthe house to the bedside, mo- 
mentarily expecting his death, but he lingered 
much longer than had been anticipated. He 
passed away gradually and almost impercepti- 
bly, drawing his last breath without apparent 
suffering or return to consciousnessin any 
degree. Mrs. Beecher, said Mr. Seacomb, 
bore®up wonderfully and with marvelous 
courage. 

THE EMBLEM OF MOURNING. 

No crape was hung on the door, Mr. Beecher 
having always objected to the use of this, and 
the gloom associated with it in the presence 
of death. Instead, a magnificent wreath of 
flowers hung from the left side of the doorway 
at the top of the stoop, composed of red and 
white roses and lillies of the valley, and tied 
up with white satin. 

THE FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

At 10:30 it was given out that the funeral 
would take place in Greenwood on Thursday 
next. Some time ago Mr. H. Sage, a member 
of Plymouth Church, appropriated by will a 
sum of money to place a statue of Mr. Beecher 
in Prospect Park after his decease. Mr. 
Quincy Wood, the well-known sculptor who is 
to do the work, will call at the house in the 
course of the day for the purpose of making a 
plaster cast of his features. It is not intended 
that any examination shall be made of Mr. 
Beecher’s brain organism. 

MR. BEECHER’S LAST MOMENTS. 

It was evident at an early hour this morning 
that he could survive but a short time, and 
Dr. Searle, who was with him, so apprised the 
family. At4:30a.m. the doctor wrote a bul- 
letin in which he stated that Mr. Beecher was 
failing rapidly. At7:30he issued the follow- 
ing: 

‘‘Mr. Beecher is sinking steadily, and will 
probably live but a short time.’’ 

Hundreds who came and read this went 
away with sad expressions and some with 
tearfuleyes. Mr. 8. V. White called at the 
house shortly before 9 o’clock and it was not 
long Lefore hecame out upon the stoop and 
informed the members of the press that the 
end was very near. The family were weeping 
and sobbing so they could be heard al! through 
the house. 

DEAD. 

Dr. Searle stood by the bedside holding one 
of Mr. Beecher’s hands and at 9:30 he said: 
‘*Mr. Beecher is no more; he is dead.’’ Itis 
difficult to describe the scene at this moment. 
Notwithstanding the fact that his death was 
looked for, that it bad been expected hourly, 
it seemed to come with such crushing force that 
the family were perfectly prostrated with 
grief. They could not bring themselves to the 
sad realization that the kindly voice of bus- 
band, father and grandfather was forever 
hushed in death, and that they had only the 
remembrance of his kind admonitions. Mrs. 


| Beecher, who had borne up so bravely trom 
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the first, and who had watched so constantly 
at the bedside of har dying hushand, was 
UTTERLY BROKEN DOWN, 
and when suppor éed by her son Harry, as she 
tottered from ths room, looked asif it would 
not belong before she would follow her be- 
loved husband. The newsof Mr. Beecher’s 
death spread very quickly to all parts of the 
city, and Byooklyn may now be said to bea 
city of motgrning. Even those who did not 
always congur with Mr. Beecher in his views 
had no ‘sesitation in expressing their deep 
regret at, his death. As a mark of respect to 
his meraory the flags on all the public build- 
ings vyvere placed at half-mast and Mayor 
Whit ney had the City Hall bell tolled. 

THE FUNERAL. 

The committee appointed by the officers of 
P'gymouth Church last Sunday to take charge 
(a the funeral madethe necessary arrange- 
ments this morning, andin deference to the 
deceased’s wish a wreath of flowers was 
hung on the door-bellinstead of the custom- 
ary crepe drapery. Many years ago Mr. John 
T. Howard gave Mr. Beecher a portion of his 
pilot in Greenwood Cemetery, and the mem- 
bers of Mr. Beecher’s family, who have 
died, have been buried there, but the com- 
mittee will probably now select another plot. 

DR. SEARLE’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. Searle has made public the following 
statement: Mr. Beecher failed decidedly after3 
a.m. The breath was more labored and slower 


and his pulse gradually grew weaker. The 
family was aroused at 4a.m., and all gathered 
around his bedside. Itsoon became evident, 
however, that immediate dissolution was not 
to be looked for. It stole on him steadily 
and stealthily. It was not until 8:30 a. m. 
that he could be said to be dying. At9o’clock 
his pulse became feebie and flickering, but it 
remained perceptible at the wrist until a few 
moments before breathing ceased. This oc- 
curred at 9:30 o’clock. There was no strug- 
gling; he breathed his last breath quietly. His 
remains are in the care of his faithfuland ex- 
cellent nurses until the arrival of Mr. Hopper, 
the undertaker, who was sent for. 
THE SAGE STATUE.

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HIS WONDERFUL CAREER. 


The Life of a Profound Statesman, Brilliant 
Orator, Preacher and Philanthropist. 


To-day liberty and liberalism lost their best 
friend, and slavery, mental and physical to 
dogma, prejudice or human master lust their 
ablest foe in Henry Ward Beecher. 

That he was what he was, aggressive, re- 
sourceful, brilliant, vivacious, versatile, the 
one Beecher, pulpit, platform and political 
orator, preacher, lecturer, essayist, poet, 
humorist, philosopher and journalist was the 
result ofa remarkable union of big brain and 
vigorous body. He was the embodiment of 
exuberant vitality and incisive intellectuality, 


Two things impressed everyone that came 
within his influence—his original personality 
and what may be called his animality. The 
one impressed every subject with his own in- 
dividual stamp, gavearich flavor to his con- 
versation, his speeches, his writings, even his 
actions, and made them istinctively 
Beecher’s; the other was magnetic and cre- 
ated around him an atmosphere which 
was instinct with bounding health, 
elastic spirits and bubbling vivacity. 

THE FOREMOST FIGURE 
of the century obtained the qualities which 
made him so and was the culmination of a 
line of ancestors noted either for physical 
prowess or intellectual] acumen, or both. 

In tne colony, the richest that had arrived In 
New England, which eame to Boston tn 1688, 
led by Jolin enport, a London clergyman, 
and Theophilus Eaton, was nah Beecher, 
whose husband had dled just before sailing, 
and herson, John. She was a midwife and 
was promised ber bhusband’s share of land. 

Hannah Beecher afterwards removed to 
what is now New Haven, Conn. The annals of 
the period are full of accounts ofthe physical 
prowess of the Beechers. John Beecher mar- 
ried a Pomeroy, and his son, Joseph, could 
lift a barrel of cider and drink out of the bung- 
hole. The ability to accomplish this physical 
task ran in tne family. Joseph’s son, 
Nathaniel, was a brawny six-foot blacksmith, 
and he could lifta barrel ofcider with ease. 
His son, again, David, was alsoa biacksmith 
and could accomplish the same feat, but at 
this point the intellectual strength of the 
family began to crop out. David Beecher 
was considered the best read-man in New 
kngland, was somewhat prominent in politics, 
und was a friend of Roger Sherman. He was 
known, too, as an inexhaustible humorist and 
practical joker. He was married five times. 
His third wife, Esther Lyman, was of Scotch 
descent, and wasa woman of fine character 
and buoyant spirits. She was the mother of 
Lyman Beecher and the grandmother of Henry 
Ward. Dr. Lyman Beecher’s career is of re- 
cent history. A graduate of Yale and theolog- 
ical student under President Dwight and be- 
came the champion of Orthodoxy in the New 
England church. 

He was thrice married and had thirteen 
children, Henry Ward being the eighth child. 
Of his brothers and sisters three became 
famous, Catherine, Rev. Edward Beecher 
and Harriet Beecher Stowe. Henry Ward 
was only 3 years of age when his mother died, 
and his stepmother, who was Harriet Porter 
wasa stern, dignified woman, who believed 
in repressing animal! spirits in children. 


OF HIS CHILDHOOD AND BOYHOOD 
Mr. Beecher wrote, less than a year ago: 

‘*I was present, of course,’’ he said, ‘‘when 
I was born, but I haven't the slightest recol- 
lection of the event. I learned, subsequently, 
that it was at Litchfield, on June 24, 1813. My 
childhood was, perhaps, no different from 
that of others seventy years ago. The little 
Ones in those days were not given the con- 
sideration that is now accorded them, and 
properly so, too. A literature for children 
was not dreamed of. There were no children’s 
festivais and holidays; no Christmas and New 
Year’s parties. The only time that brought 
us any especial favor was Thanksgiving, when 
New England housewives vied with one 
another inthe composition of unique pies in 
limitiess quantity. 

‘*] didn’t have any jumping-jacks, nor tops 
nor marbles, nor toys of any kind. It doesn’t 
seem to me that I knew any boys to play with, 
either. We lived in a part of the village where 
there didn’t seem to be any boys. 

‘*‘And so l was iet alone. y father 
kept busy with his pastoral duties and m 
mother had so many other chiidrento attend 
to that little attention wus paid tome. Still, I 
was not lonesome. I was not fond of reading, 
but I used to like totramp about the w 
and down bythe brooks among the fens and 
brakes. ILwould goonahunt for sweet- 
and sussafras, and I knew just where to fi 
the squirrels. I found plenty to do. 

‘*Occasionally the paternal government 
would reach me. Sometimes my tather would 
whip me. Iremember that he used to tell me 
that the beens to hurt him more thanit did 
me. Itwas bard to believe, because he was¢ 
strong man, butlI believed it, and it used to 
make mecry to be toidso; thenof course 
had to cry when the whipping be , and, 
in all, those were very dolefuil ep 2e.”° 

His first teacher was one whom he spoke of 
as the ‘‘Widow Kilbourn.’’ He did not re- 
gard himself as studious, for he gave this pict- 
ure: ‘‘A hazy image of myself comes back to 
me—a lazy, dreamy boy, with his head on the 
desk, haif luiled asleep by the buzzing of46 
great biue-bottie fly, and the lowing of the 
cows and the tinkling of their bells, bro 
in the open door across the sunny fields 
meadows.’’

distinguished himself at college as a writer 
and debater, but he neglected the classics and 
mathematics, and therefore, could not take 
high honors. Being powerfully influenced by 
g religions revival and uniting with bis father’s 
endver street church in Boston he deter- 
At the age of 21 

e received his degree, and went to Lane Sem- 

nary, at Cincinnati, to study theology. Grad- 
wating from that institution he went to Law- 
renceburg, alittle place on the Ohio River, 
and preached to his first congregation. of 
this dismal beginning of his illustrious career, 
he said: 

‘‘How poor we were! 

‘“‘There were only about twenty persons in 
the flock. I was janitor as well as pastor of 
the little whitewashed church. I bought some 
lamps and {[ filled them and lighted them. I 
swept the church and dusted the benches and 
kindled the fire, and I didn’t ring the bell only 
because there wasn’t any. 

‘*It doesn’t occur to me now that Lawrence- 
burg was remarkable for anything butasuper- 
abundance of distilleries. I used to marvel 
how so many large distilleries could be putin 
s0 small a town. But there they were, flourish- 
ing right in the very face of the gospel that my 
Hittle flock and I were preaching in the shad- 
ows ofthe chimneys. 

As early as 1886 he took a stand against 
siavery dur the troubles in Cincinnati 
which culminated in the riot headed by Ken- 
tucky siaveholders. 


HIS DEVOTED WIFE. 

His wife, who has shown such beautiful de- 
votion to him, was born at West Sutton, Wor- 
eester County Mass.,in 1812. She was of En- 
glish descent. Her father, Dr. Bullard, wasa

steamship by an excursion. party of nearly 
4,000 people on the steamer Republic. W hile 
in England be spent his time ecturing and 


reaching. It was in the height of the Home 
ule election excitement and he was 
urged to speak a word for the 


cause of Ireland, but refused to do 80 
saying that he was there as a private citizen 
and had noright tointerfere. His sympa- 
thies, however, were strongly with the Irish 
people. His meeting with Mr. Gladstone at 
the demonstration at Henglor’s circus Liver- 
pool, was the signal fora tremendous ovation 
to the two champions ofliberty. He was critl- 
cised severely in London for his pulpit 
methods, but was warmly received socially 
and bv the. distinguished Liberal states- 
men and men of letters. He remained in 
England four months and after his return 
took up his labors in his church and inthe 
fields in which be has found his greatest use- 
tulness. It was while deeply engaged on the 
work of completing his ‘*‘Life of Christ’’ that 
the attack which ended his own life came. His 
close application to laboris believed to have 
been largely instrumental in bringing it on.

-Aftertwo years spent at Lawrenceburg he 
was called to Indianapolis in 1839, then a town | 
of 2,500 inhabitants. Here he lived and labored | 
for eight years, and bere his fam? as speaker, | 
writer and thinker began to spread. liis orig- 
inal style of preaching filled his church, and 
be started a revival which spread over the 
State. A member of the church gives this | 
picture of him: ‘‘Itis notimproper, however, 
to speak of the pastorin that revival as he is | 
Temembered by some of the congregation, 
plunging through the wet streets, his trousers 
stuffedin his muddy boot-legs, earnest, un- 
tiring, swift, with a merry heart, a glowing | 
face and a heipful word for every one.’’ 

At Indianapolis also he tooka strong stand 
against slavery, and builtupa powerful fol- 
lowing in his church despite the influences 
that were brouzhtto bear against him. Mr. 
Beecher himself wrote that he was happy 
there and loved his peopie, notwithstanding 
their lack of culture, for their earnest,honest, 

rong characters. Lut he was forced to leave 
because, as be says quaintiy, the ague shook 
him out of the State. His wile’s health failed. 

It was almost by accident that Mr. Beecher 
came to Brooklyn. What is now Plymouth 
Church had first been organized into a new 


Congregational Church. The first ser- 
vices were to be held on the iéth of 
May, 187. He happened to be in New 


York at the time and was asked to preside at 
the opening ofthe newchurch. Hedidso. A 
few months later he was called to the pastor- 
ate, andonthe 10th of October, in the same 
year, he entered upon his duties. He was the 
firat and only pastor of the church, and almost 
from the beginning of his careerin Brooklyn 
he began to uchicve fame as an orator, and 
even distinguished himself and his church by 


the power and passion of his delivery and by 
the beauty of his Janguage, and his congrega- 


tion grew until the limits of the building 
checked the increase. 

He was untrammeled by conventionality and 
despised no facuities as means to gain his 
ends. He was humorous, poetic, impassioned, 
dramatic as his theme or his audience or his 
feelings prompted. Ilis creed was that Chris- 
tianity was not made up of theology and moral 
dogma, but was founded on love of humanity 
and was a rule by which to live nobly. 
He therefore discussed all questions of 
public interest in his pulpit and slavery, 
pelitical corruption, licentiousness, labor 
and capital, power, intemperance, monop- 
oly, were frequently his texts, and his pulpit 
was the center of political and moral infin- 
ence more so than all the others put to- 

ether. His work inthis direction was ex- 

nded also to the lecture platform, the press 
and political assemblage. In the abolitionist 
fight he was the leader with Theodore Parker 


and bore the brunt of the battie aiter 
the latter’s death while’ in poli- 
tics his influence was never more 


patently felt nor his independent courage 
more severely tested than when he turned his 
back on his associates and declared for Grover 
Cleveland and against James G. Blaine in the 
jlast Presidential campaign. It was a blow to 
the Republican cause from which it did not 
s00n recover, and his voice was among the 
most powerful that aided in the election of the 
Democratic President. He was regarded us 
one of the leaders of the lundependent Repub- 
licans, who are known in political phraseol- 
Ogy a8 MuUgwumps. 
IN THE JOURNALISTIC FIELD 

he was always active. While a theological 
student he edited the Cincinnati Journal and 
at Indianapolis conducted the agricultural 
column of & newspaper his contributions to 
which were afterwards published under the 
title of ‘‘Fruits, Fiowers and Farming.’’ He 
was for twenty vears a contributor to the New 
York Independent and edited it from 1861 to 
1863, He was also after 1870, the 
editor of the Christian Union. liis 
sermons have been regularly published and 
he contributed articles to the daily papers and 
other publications. Besides all this literary 
labor, he has published ‘‘Lectures to Young 

en,’’ ‘‘Industry and Idileness,’’ ‘‘Life 

houghts,’’ ‘*Sermons on Liberty and War,’’ 
‘The Piymouth Collection of Hymns and 
Tunes,’’ ‘‘Norwood,’’ a novel, originally 
published in the New York Ledger, to which 
ewas alsoa regular contributor for many 
ears; ‘‘Sermons from Published and Unpub- 
ished Discourses’’ (2 vols., 1870), *‘Life of 
Christ’’ and ‘‘Yaie Lectures on Preaching.’’ 

In 1863 Mr. Beecher was sent to great Britain 
onthe mission of teaching that nation the 
true issues of the war of secession and of 
bringing them over tothe side of the Union. 
Against powerful opposition his splendid 
efiorts resulted inachangze of public opinion 
in England and in preventing the Government 
from extending active aid tothe confederacy.

JEFFERSON CiTy, March 8.—The railroad bil} 
passed the Senate yesterday by a vote of 18 to 
13, there being three absentees. A strong ef- 
fort was made by the opponents of the bill to 
gain time. Downing moved its post- 
ponement to 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning,. and he was’- supported by 
McGinnis, Gideon, Ryors and Ball. Harmon, 
who had called up the bill, opposed any 
further postponement. So did Sebree and 
Moran. Parcher asked that the bill be passed 
over informally to await the action of the 
House upon it. He was answered by Castle- 
man who vigorously opposed any waste of 
time, Concerning the petitions against the 


bill sent him from St. Louis, he said that they 
were the work of the lobby, but the lobbyist 
might get eyery man, woman and child in the 
city to petition him, and knowing his duty as 
a sworn oflicer of the State he 

WOULD NOT CHANGE HIS PURPOSE. 

At the end of Castieman’s speech, Mr. Me- 
Ginnis moved the previous question. Before 
it was ordered, Mr. Proctor asked permission 
to make a statement. It was to the effect that 
he would vote against the bill. 

A vote was taken on the motion to postpone:

DANGER AHEAD. 

The railroad bill is in a very bad way just at 
present, and should it be killed outright to- 
morrow afternoon when itcomes up for pas- 
sage, its death may be attributed to the 
schemes and frantic zeal of the anti-railroad 
members of the House. A week ago the mili- 
tia bill had gained a surficient number of 
friends to warrant the belief that it would 
carry a small majority. Mr. Harry Sbaw and 
his friends of the Southeast delegation had 


worked industriousiy for the measure, 
Mr. Shaw going to the length of sacrific- 
ing several bilis of less importance 


in order te not offend members supposed to 
be doubtful on the militia bill. All wasserene 
and lovely until the time forthe contest over 
the railroad bill drew nigh, when, realizing 
the danger of their position and the exagger- 
ated value of every vote, the friends of the 
latter measure began to trade their way out of 
the difficulty. Mr. Shaw and other members 
who favored the militia bill, but were 
not inclined to support the railroad bill, were 
waited upon bya number of representatives 
and informed that unless they would promise 
to vote for the railroad bill certain votes which 
had been counted upon for the militia bill 
would be cast against it. These attempts at 
bulldozing failed in their object, but it is 
feared their failure also means the death of 
the militia bill. 
DEFEAT OF THE RAILROAD BILL, 

The House this morning defeated the rall- 
rouca bill, and Senator Castieman’s ter- 
tuinal facilities bill met witha similar fate in 
the Senate. The result in both instances 
was a complete victory for the railroads, 
and the Castleman bill, at least, 
is dead beyond hope of recovery 
for this session. The only opportunity which 
will be presented for railroad legislation will 
be in the passage of the Senate railroad bill 
by the House, and in view of the fact that 
the House failed to adopt its own bill this 
morning it is hardly probable that the 
measures passed by the Senate yesterday will 
be wore favorably received and dealt with. 
The result in the House was brought about by 
industrious lobby work at the Democratic and 


Republican caucuses last night, when the 
friends of the hill sustained repeated 
defeats. With four exceptions, the Repub- 4 


licans agreed to vote against the bill, urging 
**party policy’’ ag an excuse, while the Dem- 
ocratic caucus was a miserable fizzle in every 
respect. This morning discouragement was 
written in the faces of the anti-railroad mem-

PASS BY A MIRACLE, 
An attempt will be made to have the Senate 
bill made a ‘*‘special order’’ for passage at an 
early day, and the friends of the Constitution 
will make their last stand in favor of it.

FATAL PANIC ON A NEW YORK ELEVATED 
RAILROAD. 


Three Men Killed anda Number Probably 
Fatally Injured by Jumping From the 
Platform to the Pavement—A Frightened 
Workman Precipitates the Terrible Ca- 
tastrophe—The Road Blockaded by a 
Fire—Fatal Boiler Explosion ina Shin- 
gle-Mill—Casualties. 


NEW YORK, March 8.—A few minutes after7 
o’clock this morning an accident occurred on 
the down town track of the Third avenue ele- 
vated railroad at the Fourteenth street sta- 
tion, which resulted in the death of three men 
and the wounding of seven. A fire occurred 
at the tailoring’ establishment of Nicoll, the 
Tailor, onthe Bowery, near Houston street. 
The elevated trainson the down track were 
blockaded from Ninth street up as far as 
Fifty-second street. All the trains were crowd- 
ed with people on their way to work. 
Alongside the track is a small platform 
leading from the stations and used by the em- 
ployes. When the 7 o'clock train came toa 
standstili between Fourteenth and Seven- 
teenth streets aman named Patrick Mathews 
of 417 East Twenty-fourth street, who was 
standing on the platform of the third car, 
opened the gate and got out on the narrow 
platform. He started to walk to the Four- 
teenth street station and was followed bya 
number of men who were anxious to get to 
their work. When within fifteen feet of the 
station the train started. 


MATTHEWS WAS PANIC-STRICKEN, 
and supposing that he was going to fall off the 
platform to the street below he clutched hold 
of the man who was standing beside him and 
they both fell to the ground and were instant- 
ly ktlled. The. other men became panic- 
stricken andjumped into the street. The 
greatest excitement prevailed and spread 
among the passengers, and it was as much 


as tho train hands could do to keep 
them in the cars and to prevent 
them from jumping from the train. A 


rumor was circulated that a collision had 
occurred. The women in the cars screamed 
and fainted. They were in mid air, and no 
restoratives could be procured. At last the 
train was broughtto the station, and most of 
the passengers got off and took the surface 
cars down town. It was nearly 8 o’clock 
before the blockade was lifted and the trains 
were run on regular time. The distance 
which the men fellis about 80 feet. Police- 
men were standing on the corner at the time, 
and as soon as they saw what had occurred 
sent in an ambulance call. Infive minutes 
there were six ambulances at Fourteenth 
street. 
THE DYING AND WOUNDED 

were taken immediately to the New York, 
Bellevue and’St. Vincent’s Hospitals. Hun#* 
dreds of people gathered around the scene of 
the accident. Capt. Clinchy was on hand with 
asquad of twelve menand kept the crowd 
back. The sidewalk and street were 
covered with blood. The killed were Patrick 
Matthews; an unknown man about 50 vears of 
age; the third man is also unknown, The 
wounded are: George McCartney, injured hip 
and back , RobergSboemaker, back and leg; 
William Kennedy, back and side; James 
Lyon, arm set back and head; Jose Cradandin, 
injured in back and ribs and general contu- 
sions; Emil Weller, injured head, back and 
side. 

Before the fire was extinguished it caused a 
loss of between $50,000 and $60,000. 


THE FATAL SCARE. 

The narrow platform from which the people 
fell was about two anda half feet high. It is 
used by the track men when on duty, and 
above Fourteenth street is not provided with 
a hand-rail. When the passengers left the 


blocked cars and took to the plat- 
form, the gatemen of the trains of- 
fered no objection as they did 
so. The crowd that teft the cars 


for the platform was composed wholly of 
men. There were comparatively few women 
inthe blockaded trains, and none, 80 far as 
known, ventured upon the track. A long 
cortege of men was picking its way slowly 
when suddenly the train ahead started up 
and began to move. The next one fol- 
lowed suit and successive series 
of joints went along the line 
up to the lasttrain. Each one of them shook 
the track witha convulsive movement that 
frightened those in frontand made them burry 
ahead rapidly to reach the station safely. 
Those behind saw that they were scared, and 
grew nervous in turn. Some of them were 
looking anxiously around, for a support and

bor in terror of his life. The latter drew back 
but the erowd behind was pressing on. The 
train was moving on the right. Those farther 
behind saw a momentary bunching of the 
crowd in front and then one, two, halfa dozen 
were seen falling over the verge into the street 
below, from which arose a frightened wail 
that turned into shrieks of terror and despair 
as man after man struck the pavement and 
LAY MANGLED AND BLEEDING. 

Then followed a wild rush in the street and 
a wilder and more desperate one above in the 
air. The venturesome pedestrians caught at 
the gates of the trainas it passed and clung 
withthe grip of despair. It pulled up and 
was stopped almost immediately. The fright- 
ened and breathless men were  pulied 
in and made room for the others. 
In two minutes the plank walk was 
clear. Down belowinthe street a scene of 
horror was in progress. The men had fallen 
in the middle of the street in the surface car- 
track. In a ghastly heap they lay, some 
motionless, some groaning faintly and one 
shrieking wildly in pain and terror. A crowd 
of thousands who had watched the blockade 
from below surged around and closed in upon 
the scene. A police officer who had witnessed 
the occurrence sent out calls for ambulances. 
While volunteers were sorting out the heap of 
the fallen and policemen were urging back the 
crowd the ambulances arrived. The surgeons 
turned in to renderimmediate and pressin 
aid and the ambulances received their loa 
and galloped back tothe Hospitals. Ten had 
falien from the track all toid—that is 

TEN WERE FOUND DEAD OR INJURED. 

If any escaped unhurt they were not counted. 
The three at the bottom ofthe heap were dead. 
They had fallen head first and had amashed in 
their skulls one anc all. For themthe dead- 
wagon was called and they were taken to the 
Morgue. Several of them were more or less 
desperately injured, and some of them will 
die. Thefire thatiled uptothe accident was, 
as stated, in Niccol’s tailor store, at 145 and 
147 Bowery. It gained such headway 
that the whole available force of 
firemen in the district were summoned to 
fight it. The flames spread to the low frame 
buildings Nos. 143 and 149 on either side of the 
burning building. It took the firemen fully an 
hour and ahalfto getthe upper hand of the 
flames, but in that time the buildings were 
entirely destroyed and those abutting upon 
them in Christie street and Broome street filled 
with water and badly damaged. The total loss 
was not less than $100,000 and several people 
had narrow escapes for their lives. 


Fatal Boiler Explosion. 


ALPENA, Mich., March 8.—This morning at 
Carr Brothers’ shingle mill, twelve miles 
north of here, the boiler blewup. Emory Carr 
was killed instantly, and Waldo Carr 
fatally scalded. Eugene Carr was also 


badly scalded. The cause of the explosion is 
unknown. The mill was blown to pieces. 


A MEMORIAL CHURCH. 


A Grand Tribute by the Catholics of New 
Jersey to St. Patrick. 


NEw YORK, March 8.—The Catholics of the 
State of New Jersey are manifesting a deep 
interest in the movement which has been 
started for the purpose of collecting funds to 
erect a memorial church at Rome to the great 
Irish patron, St. Patrick, and an effort will in 
all probability be made at the cowing celebra- 
tion of St. Patrick’s dayto organize a con- 


tributory fund is this State. It is proposed 
to collect at least $1,000,000 for the new church, 
which is to be one of the grandest in the 
Eternal City. Individual Irishmen have al- 
ready forwarded money to the newspapers for 
the purpose of starting an interest ina public 
fund, and private meetings bave been heid in 
Jersey City, Newar and Trenton 
to discuss the subject. The most 
feasible plan was to place no. limit te the 
amount of subscriptions, so that all the rich 
and poor might have the honor of sharing in 
the work. The money collected will probably 
be forwarded tothe Bishop of each diocese 
through the different pastors and then turned 
over to a general treasurer, or else forwarded 
direct to Rome.

BEFORE A HIGHER COURT. 


Robt. Niesen Suicides on the Day of His 
Divorce Trial. 


When the case of Robt. Niesen vs. Dora 
Niesen for divorce was called in Circuit Court- 
room No. 4 this morning, the announcement 
was made that the plaintiff had committed 
suicide, and the case was accordingly dis- 
missed. The plaintiff, who was a Ger: 
man carpenter 50 years of age, went 


at his suicide in a most ghastly manner, 
Some eight years ago his first wife died and 
after living four years as a widower he remar. 
ried. His second marriage does not appear to 
have been a fortunate one. For a short time 
he and his wife got along pleasantly enough, 
but this state of affairs did not last long 
and for some time there has been troubie 


in the family and Niesen’s iot has been 
anything but a happy one. His wife, his 
friends say, preferred the attentions of 


another man tothose of Niesen, and finally 
leit the latter and went to live with the man of 
her choice. This was a blow which fell 
heavily onthe carpenter and he has never 
been the same man —since. A_ divorce 
suit was filed and it was to have 
been tried to-day. Niesen, who boarded 
with John Ambrose at No. 2125 Singleton 
street, last night told Louis Ilub, a imnan who 
lives next door, at No. 2123 Singleton street, 
that he would be adead man beforethe case 
was tried, as he intended committing suicide. 
Hub endeavored to pursuade him to keep up 
his spirits, and not to think of such a thing as 
taking his life.

6:30 this morning Mr. and Mrs. Ainbrose 
heard five

in rapid succession in their house. Runnin 


up to Niesen’s room they found him stretcbe 

out ina poolof blood witha huge old-fash- 
joned percussion cap Colt navy frevoiver 
lying beside him. He had loaded the six 
chambers of the weapon and had fired five of 
the chambers into his body, one of the shots 
piercing his heart. Death was almost instan- 
taneous. Deputy Coroner Hennessy visited 
the house and held an inquest on the body,and 
a verdict of snicide was returned. Niesen 
leaves four children, adaughter 17 years of 
age and another l4 years of age by his first 
wife, and a boy of 3 years and a daughter 13 
months old by hissecund wife. Mr, Ambrose 


will take charge of the body and 
bury it. Niesen and his wife 
had been = separated six months and 


the man with whom she went to live keeps a 
saloon on the corner of Twenty-first and 
Singleton street. Abouta month axo she had 
Niesen arrested for abandonment, but he was 
discharged at the trial, she admitting that 
she lived with another man. Niesen fired the 
shots into all parts of his bodv. He sent 
one through his head, coming out of his eye, 
another through the abdomen and another 
through the lower part of the face, a couple 
of the shots merely grazing him and entering 
the closet in which he had locked himself 
before he took his life. He owned the house, 
No. 2123 Singletog street, which is valued at 
about $3,000.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. ,March 8.—Philadelphia is 
perhaps the only city in the country where the 
genuine ring-lighting is now permitted by the 
police. AS Dominick McCaffrey was practi- 
cally knocked out last night it is believed 
scrapping here will have to stop. What was 
to have been a four-round contest with gloves 
aimost as hard as the bare fists between 
Dominick McCaffrey and Pat Farell, at the 
Theater Comique, was stopped at the end of 
the second round by the police. At that time 
McCaffrey had decidedly the wost of the fight, 
being knocked down twice in the second 
round and foughtall around against the ropes. 
McCaffrey, who had been training at Atlantic 
City two weeks, wasin good trim, and tipped 
the scales atabout170 pounds. He is 5 feet 
sy inches high, and wore besides the regula- 
tion costume a thin flannel shirt which cov- 
ered all of his body but his arms. Farrellisa 
resident of Port Richmond, and for several 
years has flourished as a second-class boxer. 
Recently he was taken under the wing of Billy 
McLean and has improved much in science 
during the last few months. He is 5 
feet 8 inches high, with big muscles 
standing out on his breast and arms, and 
weighed, stripped as he was to the waist, 170 
pounds. When the stage of the Comique 
was cleared, shortly before 11:30 last night, 
every available seat in the big room was 

filed with spectators who expected to see 
McCaffrey punish McLean’s' protege for 
twelve minutes. Prof. Nixey seconded Mc- 
Caffrey, while Billy McLean and the feather- 
weight, Jack Lynch, handled Pat Farrell. 
Theré was some difference regarding the

heavy-welght, who was recently defeated by 
McCalirey, was selected to do the honors. 
THE FIRST ROUND. 

Time was called for the first round at 11:30 
o'clock, and as the men stepped tothe center 
of the ring it was noticed that McCaffrey 
seemed to have considerable confidence in his 
ability to*‘do’’ the Richmond man. McCaffrey 
led, tapping Farrell lightly on the neck, while 
Farrell returned with a right hander which 
caught McCaffrey in the short ribs. There was 
abit more sparring and they clinched, Farrell 
pounding McCaffrey in the ribs. The Rich- 
mond man made several feints, and 
fouly the men rushed at each other, Mc- 
(atrey staggering his opponent with a blow 
on the chin. McCaffrey saw his advantage 
andswung his right and caught Farrell on the 
jaw and scored a clean knock down. The 
Richmond man was on his feet in two seconds 
and went at McCaffrey, striking him in the 
face three times and followed the blows with a 
terrific right-hander, which landed squarely 
on McCaffrey’s breast. The men were inthe 
center ofthe ring at the time and the heavy 
blow knocked McCaffrey against the side ropes.

An Expert’s Opinion of the Merits of the 
League and Association. 


Managing Director Watrous of the Metropol- 
itan Club, although the youngest manager in 
either the League or Amcrican Association,has 
already become one ofthe leading spirits in 
base ball.

‘*We have no weak placesinthe Association, 
while in the League there are several; even if 
they take in Indianapolis they are still weak.

How to Stop a Ball. 


Manager Bob Ferguson, talking to a New 
York reporter, says: 

‘*To stop a ball well requires practice. An 
infielder should have agility and a quick eye. 


Little more is required. The dead ballis much 
easier to stop than the lively ball that was in 
use when I played third base. In those days 
the ball came to you red-hot, and it was 
a frequent occurrence to see a player 
knocked off his feet by them. The 
dead ball, as used now, comes to you 
without any life, and the only thing is to 
have hard enough hands to hold it. I could 
describe a number of wavs {n which the ball is 
stopped. Some players willshin the ball; that 
is, they will stop it with their shins, with the 
intention of picking it upquickly, but in doing 
this the baliis very apt to bound away from 
them.

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THE SENATE TO BLAME 


MR. RANDALL ON THE FAILURE OF THE 
GENERAL DEFICIENCY BILL. 


An Unexpended Surplus for River and Har- 
bor Improvements—J. F. Dickerson, a 
Montana Newspaper Man, Beats a Crowd 
of Monopolists at Their Own Game—Sen- 
ator Sherman’s Boom in the South. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—Mr. Randall 
said last nightto the PosT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent that he quite agreed with the senti- 
ments expressed by Senator Sherman that 
more general and beneficial legislation had 
been enacted by this Congress than by any 
other. ‘‘I differ,’’ said he, ‘‘from Mr. Sher- 
man in saying that allthe good measures orig- 


inated with the Senate. The record of the 
House will compare favorably with 
that of the Senate, The record 
made by Congress will do a great deal 
to strengthen the Democratic party and, as 
far as thatis concerned, the party was never 
in better condition. All of the public meas- 
ures which Congress passed wili meet with the 
approval of the country at large. It was, of 
course, unfortunate that the general defi- 
ciency bill did not reach the President in time 
for his signature. Its failure will work a 
hardship in the courts of justice by the non- 
payment of witness fees. It is not the fault 
of the House that the bill did not become 
a law. Fearing that there might be 
a failure the Committee on Ap- 
propriations had the rules suspended and 
passed the urgent deficiency bill, which would 
have bridged over the difficulties and made it 
possible to have carried on the workings of 
the Judicial Department of the Government. 
This bill passed the House, but was killed in 
the Senate by Mr. Edmunds. As to the power 
of the President to sign any of the bills which 
he did not sign before adjournment, I must 
dis agree with Senator Sherman. In the lan- 
guage of the constitution I think itis explicitly 
expressed that all bills shall either be returned 
to Congress or signed betcre adjournment. 
Had the Senate not retarded the progress of the 
urgent deficiency bill there would have been no 
need of raising the question as to the right of 
the President to sign bills. It was the only 
important one in which the business of the 
Governinent is particularly concerned. By 
the postponement -of the payment of the 
judgments and like claims against the Gov- 
ernment it will, of course, necessitate an 
increased appropriation by the next Congress 
on account of the accrued interest. As the 
river and harbor bill is, there is yet in the 
treasury an unexpended surplus for the im- 

rovement of rivers and harbors something

DONE UP BY DICKERSON. 


How a Young Newspaper Man Defeated a 
Crowd of Big Corporation Bosses. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DItsPpaTcn. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 8.—A good story 
is told about the way Elijah Smith of New 
York, President of the Oregon Navigation 
Company, and asyndicate of railroad manag- 
ers, including Mr. Lee, formerly confidential 
secretary to Mr. Henry Villard, then of the 
Northern Pacific, were defeated near the close 
of the season by a young newspaper man, J. 
F. Dickerson, of Helena, Mont. Dickerson 
and others were interested in the pas- 
saxe of a bill granting the right 
of way for constructing a coal 
road through the Crow Reservation, which 
would piace Helena nearer and more conven- 
jent tothe coal fields. The bill was opposed 
by Smith and others, who had a project of 
acquiring a land grant to a road they proposed 
to construct asafeeder to the Northern Pa- 
cific. Dickerson got bis bill passed and then 
the opposition, asa last resort, wentto the 
President and madea strong appeal for his 
veto. Dickerson, unaided by any particular 
influence, hit upon a novel and ef- 
ective way to influence the President. 
He sent telegrams to his triends 
in the Territory, detailing the possible 
danger of the fatal veto and asked them to 
shower in telegrams upon the President urg- 
ing him to sign the bill. Dickerson requested 
them to name in their telegrams the fabulous 
prices of coal and the urgent necessity for the 
road. In lessthan four hours telegrams be- 
gan coming in to the White House from promi- 
nent citizens at Helena. They read like this: 

‘*Coal selling at $70 and going up. By all 
means sign the bill.’’ 

‘*Without tne right-of-way for the new road 
to the coal fleids, we are ruined.’’ 

‘*Persons are freezing to death daily because 
they are not abie to buy coal!’’ 

‘*We are the hands of the railroad pas 
tions, and only the signing of the bill will re- 
lieve us trom abject siavery and tyranny.’’ 

The telegrams had the desired effect, and 
Dickerson had his bill signed, while Sunith and 
his associates returned to New York not 
knowing the source of the influence brought 
to bear upon the Executive.

It has been ascertained that the dismissed 
employe was foreman of the construction 
department in the navy yard at Chatham.

SQUEEZED BY MONOPOLY. 


The Price of Gas in Chicago to Be Ad- 
vanced 25 Per Cent. 


CHICAGO, I/l., March 8.—A local pape? says 
this morning: The price of gas is sure to ad- 
vance inside of a month. There can be no 
possible doubt about it. The manufacture of 
gas in this city is now practically in the hands 
of one set of persons, and that set is com- 
posed of men who have the reputation of 
money-aqueezing. Yesterday the head of the 
syndicate told a reporter that higher prices 
would have to be charged in order to ake the 


business profitable. Gas was being sold too 
cheap and the companies were losing money. 
The old company had paid out $750,000 of its 
surplus within two years. There was but one 
way to save the valuable properties from abso- 
lute ruinand that was to get more for the 
product. When asked how much of an 
advance would be made, he said $1.25 a 
thousand was about a fair figure. This means 
an advance of 25 per cent on the present 
price. He would object to the price being 
higher than that for the reason that consum- 
ers, who use gas for fuel and power pur- 
oses might cut off their meters and go 
ack to coal. About 40 per cent of all the 
gas manufactured in Chicago is sold for beat- 
ing and power purposes, and he believes in 
encouraging that class of consumers.

None of the latter branches 
joined the strike. 

The molders in the employ of the Evers 
Stove Manufacturing Company, 1821 North Sec- 
ond street, to the number of fifty, on being 
refused the advance of 15 per cent they had 
been instructed at the Union meeting to de- 
mand, left the works this morning. They 
wentaway quietiy and were not seon about 
the place during the day.

Itisa safe calculation that not more than 
one in ten went tothe theater to discover 
whether Miss May Fortescue was a good ac- 
The other nine went tostudy anatomy, 
to discover what there’ was in the 
fgesh and blood combination of hair, 
eyes, mouth, nose, lips, cheeks, neck, body 
and limbs that had ensnared the fancy of an 
aristocrat, what particular qualities of grace, 
pearing, figure, face and other sections of 
feminine physical attributes could accomplish 
so desirable an end, and could send one 
bunch of humanity to America as the repre- 
sentative ofall that is beautiful, desirable and 
dainty in English womanhood. 

While one must bow to the opera glass, itis 
well enough to pay alittie attention to artistic 
It is safe 

to say that the opera glass was both pleased 

and displeased, and taste and hearing left the 
_theater in the same condition. To take 

Miss Fortescue. on her strongest ground— 

is she beautiful? No, but pretty. 


Mildly piquant and pleasing—yes. Her face 
will not bear close analysis. A critical young 
jadv remarked in the parquette, *‘What is the 
matter with her teeth?’’ The voung lady 
touched a weak point. They are irregular 
and are decidedly not pretty teeth. Another 
in the dress circle refused to endorse 
her brow and another thought her nose a bit 
too retrousse and another thought she was 
just a little affected.

This she would be aiways and under all cir- 
cumstances, but great results are outof her 
reach. In the sweetly girlish parts of the 
role she filled eye and taste, but in the emo- 
tional scenes there was undoubted disappoint- 
ment. Her voice is not of an emotional qual- 
jty and does not bring tears.

Whereas, The existing facilities for the 
handling of live stock seeking St. Louis asa 
market are more than ample for the care of 
allstock that has up to this time sought said 
market, and whereas said facilities already 
possess the necessary track accommodations 
which can be enjoyed by all the railroads 
entering St. Louis and East St. Louis; and, 

Whereas, The history of the live stock trade 
in this country shows that marked success has 
only attended those localities where the trade 
is concentrated ; 

Resolved, That in our opinion the efforts 
now making for the establishment of a third 
Live Stock Yard in the western suburbs of St. 
Louis and the creation of a third live stock 
market at said yard cannot but result disas- 
trously to the live stock trade of St. Louis. 
The location selected can to-day be reached 
on their own tracks by but two of the rail- 
roads on the west side of the river, while the 
roads terminating on the East side of the 
river Can only reach the proposed yards via 
the bridge and the tracks of the Missouri 
Pacifie or St. Louis & San Francisco Railroads, 
the expense of which connection would en- 
tire:y prohibit any of the live stock brought in 
by the roads on the East side from being 
sentto said yards, andthe same expense and 
difficulty of communication would prevent 

castern buyers, at present seeking this mar- 
ket for their supplies, from visiting the pro- 
posed new yards and possibly compelling 
them to seek other markets not hampered by 
such serious drawbacks. The erection of said 
third yards while notin itself creating a mar- 
ket, may so reduce the volume of business at 
the existing yards and markets as to take from 
themthe character of markets, and thereby 
divert the live stock now seekingthe St. Louis 
market to other markets, thus destroying the 
trade at present existing. 

Resolved, That, knowing the evil effects of 
too many deliveries andthe cost of the same 
to the public and the railroads, we believe it to 
be tothe best interests of St. Louis, as a city 
as well as a live stock market, to concentrate 
the livestock business at as few points as pos- 
sible. 


THE RECENT EARTHQUAKES, 


An American Tourist’s Account of ‘the 
Calamity in the Riviera. 


New YORK, March 8.—The Gasligne of the 
Compagne General TransAtlantique reached 
her pier on the North River last night about 9 
o’clock, having on board the first persons to 
reach this country who had witnessed the ter- 
rible earthquake of the Riviera. They were 
Charlies J. Burkeand M. Tone of Rochester, 
N. Y. These gentlemen had been traveling in 


Europe, and werein Nice on Ash Wednesday 
morning when the southern coast of Europe 
was shaken up. f 
‘*The great carnival of Nice has justended,’’ 
said Mr. Tone, ‘‘and the last day had been 
one round of continuous hilarity. There were 
hundreds of masked women, the gay pageant, 
the battie of flowers andin the evening 1 had 
attended the carnival ball, at which there 
werethousands of persons present. We were 
stopping at the Grand Hotel, and it was 
ratber early when we got home. I was too 
excited with the day’s gaiety to sleep and 
was lving down reading abook. It was about 
6 o’clock when the earthquake be- 
gan, and I can never learn to 
express my feelings. It was the 
strangest thing I ever knew, although 
I had been through one before in California. 
lknew it was an earthquake at once, and 
umped up and made for the door ‘to go to Mr. 
jurke’s room, which was just across the hail 
from mine, but somehow the furniture of the 
room 
WENT FLYING ABOUT 

as though placed loosely in a cabin of a steam- 
er during a heavy gale, and for awhile Il was 
rushing about the room trying to catch my 
bed. Finally I got out in the hall and went 
across to my friend’s room, butthe door was 
locked and I called to him to come 
out. Just then a young lady rushed 
up to me with but a single 
garment on, having in her hand a large bird 
cage carefully covered with a shawl. ‘Oh 
sir, what shalildo?’ she said to me, and i 
suggested she should go and put some clothes 
on. But she did not, for justthen the second 
shock came and she made a rush for the street 
and I followed her. The halls were filled with 
women, men and children, the majority of 
whom did not wait to puton any extra cloth- 
ing, but ran for the public squares to be out of 
the road of any falling buildings. -It was the 
most terrible, most fexsr-instilling sight 
I ever witnessed. Although the men 
tried, even in their intense excitement, to 
show some respect to the women and children, 
it was atime when everybody looked out for 
himself, forit was expected every moment 
that the house would falldown. Ishall never 
forget it, and I don’t care if Inever see Italy 
again. Following, as it did, the merry car- 
nival, it had the strangest effect on the mercy- 
makers of yesterday. All of the jests and 
carousals were forgotten, and all, or nearly 
all, tried to pray.’’

A Settlement for $1,500,000 Effected with 
the Spanish Government, 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEw York, March 8.—It is announced that 
the long disputed claim of the Moras of this 
city against the Spanish Government is as good 
as settied, and for $1,500,000 it is said, by nego. 
tiations made through the State Department 
at Washington. Nathaniel Page, one ofthe 
counsels for the claimants, sailed on Saturday 
for Madrid, to obtain a final settlement from 


the Spanish Government. The award will be 
paid to the Morasin cash. Mr. S. L. M. Barlow 
said, yesterday, that the Moras had been 
pressing their claim for twenty years. The 
Spanish-American Claims Commission made 
certain awards, but the Spanish King would 
not confirm it. This time, however, the claim 
was almost as good as settled. The Moras, 
Mr. Barlow said, were indebted to Secretary 
Bayard for bringing about the settlement. 
Fausto Mora lives at 148 West Forty-sixth 
street. A.M. Mora and J. M. Mora are pho- 
tographers on Broadway. The son said he 
was not willing to talic about the mat- 
ter as no settlement had yet been 
. He would not tell the amount 

the family’s claim. Everybody 
knew bythis time, he said, that they hada 
Claim against Spain for property they lost in 
Cuba during the insurrection. The elaim had 
stood for seventeen years and they had not 
been informed that it was any nearer being 
settled than when it was made. 

EX-SECRETARY FISH’S STATEMENT. 

‘‘l remember that there were about two 
hundred claimants for damages from Spain 
when Iwas Secretary of State from 1869 to 
1871,’’ said Hamilton Fish. ‘‘Some of the 
claims were enormous. They were referred 
tothe Spanish-American Claims Commission. 
There were three or four Moras who were 
claiming, if lremember rightly. The commis- 
sion was notof much use. It was too one- 
sidec. Idonotrecalla single one of the de- 
cisions.’’ 

The commission was established under an 
agreement made in February, 1871, between 
Minister Sickles and Senor Sagasta, Spanish 
minister of foreign affairs, by which all claims 
of American citizens for injuries, alleged to 
have been committed by the Spanish sauthori- 
ties during the Cuban insurrection, were to be 
referred tothe Spanish Commission. This was 
to consist of tw» arbitrators and an umpire, 
chosen by the arbitrators. The total amount 
of claims submitted to the commission was 
$26,721,710.28, and in February, 1880, the State 
department reported that up to the time the 
awards amounted to $958,928.75. After that, 
up to 1882, awards had Deen made amounting 
to $350,000. The claims were mostly of two 
classes—for arrest of American citizens and 
for embargoes upon the estates of American 
citizens by which they were subjected to 
losses. These were in many cases Cubans who 
had become naturalized and whose habit it 
was to spend a part of their time in the United 
States and partin Cuba. The question whether 
these men became American citizens in good 
faith played a large partin the discussions to 
which the work of the commission gave rise. 
According to asummary published when the 
Claims Commission terminated in 1882 its ex- 
istence of eleven years, eight cases remained 
on which the arbitrators had disagreed, and 
which were submitted to an umpire. These 
were the claims of P. G. Pinto, $49,000; Chris- 
tobal Modan, $38,000,000; Mrs. M. D. .Mora, 
$22,000; Gusto Mora, $300,000; Roman Ramon, 
Zea2bad, $36,000; M. A. Montijo, $480,000, and 
one more. unspecified for $25,000.

THE DENMEAD BROTHERS. 


FOUR MEN WHO LEAD AHERMIT LIFE AT 
NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J. 


Living for Years in a Dilapidated Hut— 
Prompt Tax-Payers—The Death and Se. 
cret Bunal of One of the Brothers—Un. 
successful Effort of an Heir to Enter the 
Hermits’ Domicile. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, March 8.—A great crowd gath- 
ered about a dilapidated hutin a ravine near 
New Brunswick, N. J., yesterday to see the 
occupants driven out and learn what was in 
the interior. For thirty years Samuel, vohn 
and Robert Denmead, brothers, have lived in 
this queer shake-down of old unnailed boards. 
Their strange actions and miserly ways have 
during all that time set everybody to talking 


about them. Not long after the war 
of 1812 Samuel Denmead was one 
of the solid men of New Brunswick. Hewasa 


dyer and hada good trade. He died in 1857 
and his four sons quietly succeeded to his 
possessions. Fora little time they lived in 
the old house, then they made ready to leave 
itand begin the hermit life which has since 
made them notorious. They bought a strip 
of land away out of the village, covering more 
thananacre. There they built a long house 
of cheap boards. It was one story high and 
an ordinary man could reach his chin over the 
eaves and touch the ridzgepole. Nota drop of 
paint was wasted on it. They improved the 
house and made it weather-proof by laying 
long boards endwise against the house. 
A QUEER LIFE. 

No one looking at it would guess that human 
beings lived there. Sarah Denmead would 
not goto liveinthe hovel. The brothers in- 
sisted on selling the homestead, but Sarah 
went over to Brooklyn, where she taught 
school and saved enough money to set up a 
boarding-house. She was successful in this 
and made plenty of money. Six years ago she 
died and left $200 a year apiece to her three 
surviving brothers. Samuel, Henry T., John 
and Robert grubbed along in their 
queer den and seemed to enjoy it. Sam- 
uel, the eldest, walked up to the 
county headquarters every year and 
paid their joint taxes with regularity when 
they came due. The brothers were all good 
carpenters,and set up a shop in their buildiag 
for the making of sash blinds. Now and then 
Sarah tried to make her brothers live in a 
house, but they would not do it. Neither 
would they let any one in their home. About 
ten years ago Henry died—that is, popularly 
supposed to have died. Nobody has seen 
him since 1877, but whether he 
is really dead or not, no one 
knows. There is no board of health in New 
Brunswick, and it was necessary to have th 
permit.
